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^ (57) Abstract: Disclosed is a nonaqueous electrolyte secondary battery comprising a positive electrode, a negative electrode, a sepa- 
OO rator interposed between the positive electrode and the negative electrode, a nonaqueous electrolyte solution, and a porous insulating 
^ membrane bonded to the surface of at least one of the positive electrode and the negative electrode. The porous insulating membrane 
O contains an inorganic oxide filler and a membrane binder. The ratio (R) of the true volume of the separator to the apparent volume is 
l^j not less than 0.4 but not more than 0.7, and the ratio (R) and the porosity (P) of the porous insulating membrane satisfy the following 
O relation: -0.10 ^ R - P ^ 0.30. 
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
